THE WE WATER POWER TRUST. 

The National Water Power Trust is the name 
given by a writer in McClure’s Magazine to a 
vast monopoly which is ingidiously “working its 
way to the possession of all the water power in 
the country. 

The total horsepower tow in operation {fs stated 
to’ be 31,500,000, of which 26,000,000 is steam. The 
Hydrographic Bureau-of the Geological Survey es- 
timates that the minimum development of avail- 
able water power would produce 37,000,000 horse- 
power. Minimum development is explained to 
mean “a development based on natural conditions 
of-streams, without the construction of. reservoirs 
to store flood waters.” “If storage batteries be 
erected to cut off the top of the floods and feed 


000 horsepower can be. produced,” 

President Roosevelt ‘it was who made the first 
public reference to this trust in his: veto of the 
James River dam Dill. In that message he’ in- 


servation of all public rights. “This astonish- 
ing consolidation,” he said, “has taken place 
practically. within the last five years. The move- 
ment is still in its infancy,-and unless it. is 
controlled the history of the oil industry will -be 
repeated in the hydro-electric power industry, 
with results far more oppressive and disastrous 
to the people. it is true that the. great bulk of 
our potential water power is.as yet undeveloped, 
fbut the sites’ which are now controlled by com- 
binations are those which offer the ' greatest 
advantages and therefore hold a strategic  posi- 
tion.” 

The trust is working by stealth. All over the 
country engineers are met looking into natural 
conditions with special references to water power. 
They do not betray themselves, but lands carry- 
ing riparian rights are known to have been pur- 
chased by men connected with the syndicate. 

The methods pursued are those popularly sup- 
‘posed to characterize Standard Oil, and this be- 
lief is supported by the names which figure 
in the directorates of the numerous corporations 
which have already established: themselves in 
“strategic positions.” ‘here is nothing improb- 
able in the story. And if the water power of the 
country is monopolized and the industry of the 
people made to pay tribute for the use of their 
own resources it will not be because they have 
not full notice.

An- 
drew Lang disputes this and takes the ground 
that she was a genius, with insight into hidden 
facts of nature. Others call her a clairvoyant, 
while some spiritualists argue that the spirits 
of the departed must somehow have got in touch 
with her mind and filled it with power and pur- 
pose.. No one holds to the old-time belief that 
she was possessed of the devil or that she was 
the instrument of a personal God. Men of 
science insist that everything that happened to 
her and through her was in the course of na- 
ture, which recalls Dr. Littlefield’s observation 
in Vaughan Moody’s play, that “you can’t get 
outside nature in these days.” 

All this is guesswork. Men of science in our 
day have done a great Work in collecting the 
facts of such cases, which are numerous, but the 
natural law governing the phenomena has not 
yet been ascertained. But all agree that there 
is nothing supernormal or unnatural in such 
psychical development. It may be that Jeanne 
d’Arc differed in no wise from the man of the 
future—Nietzche’s “Beyond Man” or Shaw’s 
“Superman,” perhaps—except in being ahead of 
her time. By ‘some unaccounted-for departure 
from the type prevalent at the time, Jeanne was 
‘“intromitted” into psychical states which belong 
naturally and normally to all the human race, 
but which have not yet been unfolded except in 
rare cases. What is called the subconscious mind 
—jt is yet hardly more than a word to denote 
the indescribable something which is behind or 
beneath every conscious mind—is the reservoir 
of knowledge and power which some day we all 
shall tap. This was the source of Jeanne’s pow- 
er as it is of the power of all those who exhshit 
her characteristics. 

As for Jeanne, the men of science will “explain” 
her as best they can. The one fact we know 
is that she was a great woman and did a great 
work by means of unusual and unexplained pow- 
ers. More than this cannot be positively assert- 
ed without an illegitimate substitution of hypo- 
theses and theories for ascertained fact.

WHO MAKES THE TARIFF? __i| 
Ida Tarbell in the American Magazine. 

Who makes a Tariff bill? The question is permit- 
ted in view of what is now going on in Washing- 
ton. Busy and trustful citizens impressed by the 
bustle and clatter of long-continued hearings and de- 
bates and awed by the seeming authority and pains- 
taking of the thousands of pages: of reports issued, 
naturally conclude that it is Congress. Any mem 
ber of that body asked the question would scout the 
very \asking of it. Who, indeed, if not Congress? 
There is a body of citizens in the country, however, 
who think differently. They are those in whose in- 
terests the bill is principally made. 

“I wrote the bill of 1870,"" the late:-Joseph .Whar- 
ton, iron master, steel] master and niekel king, once 
told the writer profoundly. ‘Three men will make 
the next tariff bill, not one of them a member of 
Congress,’ Mr. Havemeyer told David A. Wells in 
1894. He was right: That bill Mke’all its prede- 
cessors, for nearly forty years, was.made in prac- 
tice by the representatives of wood and woolen, of 
iron and steel ang sugar. Ammd-iin spite of all the 
signs to the contrary {t.fg probable they will con- 
trol the bill of 1909: We may say to ourselves this is: 
itmpossible. This time the! “voice of the people’ is. 
too clear, this time the game is top apparent. But 
the game is no more clear and the “voice of the peo- 
ple’ no louder than in 1870—In 1882-3—in 188¢-7—in 
1892-8. Just so long as the committees making tar- 
iff bills look to the manufacturers who profit by 
duties as the chief source of their information, just 
so long those manufacturers will practically frame 
the bill. They will frame it also as they have always 
done—without respect for the protective principle it- 
self. No one can study the drift of public opinion in 
each of the great agitations of the tariff question in 
the last 50 years without realizing that at least nine- 
tenths of the people have stood only for such duties 
as would produce needed revenue and would 
give industries which were trying to prove 
thier ability to exist in the United SCtates, 
protection through a limited périod. But when 
it came to the point the people have never 
had such duties, and on most articles they are far- 
ther from getting them today than they were at the 
close of the Civil War.

THE RINGTAIL’S MIND 


Trainers Believe Mental Equip- 
ment Is About That of a 
Young Child. 





NEW YORK, May 8—The experi- 
ments which began a year ago with 
Prof. Melvin Haggerty’s study of 
“monkey psychology’’ in the monkey 
house at the Bronx Park Zoo have 
been carried on by keepers who took up 
the work where Mr. Haggerty left off, 
and they say that some interesting re- 
sults have been achieved. 

James Riley, who presides over the 
family of primates, says he-is going 
to write a book about it. Some of the 
ehapters will probably be written by 
Fred Engelholm, another keeper. 

Riley was a valuable aid to Mr. Hag- 
gerty while the Harvard man was there. 
He built some of the apparatus which 
was used in the experiments, such as 
trapdoor platforms, hollow tubes with 
secret strings, and other puzzles which 
the monkeys were supposed to solve in 
order to get at stores of food which 
were hidden. :

Both keepers had read books by 
men who had conducted experiments in 
order to get at the exact limitations of 
the monkey mind. 

Find Fruit Inside. 

Baldy, a small black chimpanzee, was 
chosen as the most intelligent of all the 
monkeys at the zoo, Fuzzy Williams, 
another chimpanzee, was also picked 
as a likely subject, and so were two 
ringtails, Mickey and Quickstep Slim. 

Riley built a little safe with a com- 
bination lock. After a few wees Riley 
says that both of the chimpanzees were 
able to get into the safe quite readily. 
Always they found something nice in 
store for them—a banana, an apple, of 
some other fruit which monkeys like. 

Riley and Engelholm decided to try to 
teach the monkeys the significance of 
certain acts and sounds. They got a 
small dinner bell, which rang when a 
small button on top was pressed. Then 
they’ began by pressing this bell every 
time they fed the monkeys. After a few 
days they:put the. bell.on a little shelf 
in Baldy's cage. At first the chimpanzee 
insisted on ringing the bell almost con- 
Stantly. But a few slaps on the hands 
broke him of -this. The keepers taught 
Baldy to ring the bell whenever he saw 
them coming with food. 


Interest Is Kee 
The next experiment was with black- 


board and chalk. The two ringtails, 
Mickey and Quickstep Slim, were chos- 
en for this experiment. One of the keep- 
ers spent an hour or so a day in their 
cage drawingon the blackboard. The 
pictures drawn were very crude, only a 


few rough lines to represent some ani- 


mal or inanimate object. Both monkeys 
seemed to take a keen interest in the 
blackboard work, the keepers say. When 
Mickey was first handed the chalk and 
put before the blackboard he seemed to 
think the chalk was something to eat. 

“But,” says Riley, “after a little 
whfle he would sit there before the 
board, drawing just'as we had been 
doing. The marks of the chalk on the 
hoard seemed to afford him a never- 
ceasing pleasure. Quickstep Slim also 
learned to use the chalk on the board. 
At first the keeper had to guide the 
hands of the monkeys across the board 
But they seemed to catch the idea soon. 

“Riley says that he is wvundering if 
after a time the monkeys cannot be 
developed mentally, as a child is de- 
veloped in school. After many experi- 
ments he says ‘he is inclined to be- 
lieve that the mental equipment of a 
monkey, such as Baldy or the two 
ringtails, is about the same as that 
of a child—say, one year or one year 
and a half old, 

After the blackboard cxperiments the 
keepers tried te teach Fuzzy Williams 
and Baldy how to box with gloves. 
This experiment is still in its first 
stages, the keepers say. But they hope 
to develop boxers yet in Baldy and the 
other monkey. 

There was another trick which the 
keepers taught one of the ringtails. It 
was to sit beside a small tub of water 
end hold a fishing pole over the tub. 
Of course the monkey did net know 
what he was doing, but the spéctacle he 
presented was very amusing:

When Son Asked Owner. Is He 
Ever Expected to Be Angel, 
3 He Saw Different. 


MACON, Mo., May 8.—When the Mis- 
souri conference, M. E. Church, South, 
meets at Savannah, this August, the 
Rev. H. R. Cooper, agent appointed 
by the conference to raise an endow- 
ment of $100,000 for the benefit of the 


aged preachers and their widows, ex- 
pects to report the completion of his 
task. He has now raised about $75,000, 
and is at work on the balance. 

Down amid the cottonwoods of Au- 
drain County sleeps a typical Missour! 
mule, which departed this life at the 
age of 30.. To this mule and the story 
connected with it Rev. Mr. Cooper does 
homage for the good success which has 
followed his efforts in raising the en- 
dowment /fund. When the assignment 
was made by the Bishop two years ago, 
Mr. Cooper realized that he had hard 
work ahead. Some of the churches were 
taxed to their utmost to meet the vari- 
ous obligations for missionary and 
church extension work, and to pile $100,- 
000 on top of that looked like crowding 
the “mourners. But Mr. Cooper began 
his task cheerfully. 


Heard of the Mule. 

‘He had been in the conference 8 
years, 20 of which he was presiding 
elder, and he had become something of 
a philosopher. He knew that his appeal 
for the poor preachers and the widows 
would have to be something out of the 
ordinary te reach further down into the 
pockets of his people. After he had 
toured the State a ‘few months, some 
one told him about Brother Smith’s oid 
mule down in Audrain County.

BOYLES ALLEGE 
ALT COVERS 
REAL KIDNAPERS 


Couple Under Conviction De- 
clare They Are Being Rail- 
roaded to Prison. 





RELATIVE IS NAMED 


Attorneys Reported Preparing 
to Take Another Man to 
Mercer, Pa. 





Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 

MERCER, Pa., May 8:.—Residents were 
greatly excited tonight when a report 
became ‘current that attorneys had ar- 
ranged to go to Sharon to investigate 
the identity of a third party alleged to 
have been implicated in the kidnaping 
of Willie Whitla. .The lawyers refuse 
to discuss the matter. 

That the kidnaping was planned and 
put into execution by a relative of the 
Whitla family is the defense which “Jini- 
my’ Boyle wanted to make at his trial 
and which, he avers, he was not per- 
snitted to make by his attorney, former 
Judge S. H. Miller. 

But Boyle has partially “lifted the 
lid” in spite of efforts made to keep 
him quiet, creating a sensation almost 
as great as that caused by the disap- 
pearance of the boy. This is the state- 
ment which Boyle wanted to make: 

Some time ago he ‘‘got the goods’’ on 
tne real kidnaper, who is related to the 
family. In order to keep him quiet this 
man made monthly payments to Boyle, 
neglecting, however, to pay over money 
on Feb. 1 and March 1. 

Denies He Went to the School. 

Instead, he proposed that Willie Whit- 
la be kidnaped, guaranteeing that the 
$17,000 ransom would be paid and prom- 
ising Boyle one-half of the amount if 
Boyle would release him from all other 
financial claims. The whole plan, ac- 
cording to Boyle’s story, was figured 
out by this man. 

Wesley C: Shioss, the janitor of the 
school from 4hich Willie was spirited 
away, and Miss Leads, the boy’s teach- 
ér, were no: called to testify at the 
trial, says Boyle, because it was not he 
(Béyle) who called at the school that 
morning, but another man, who was s0 
well known to the boy and others that 
his coming aroused absolutely no. sus- 
picion. This man* took Willie to War- 
ren, O., Where he was transferred to 
the care of Boyle, who took him to 
Cleveland. 

Attorney Gordon declared after the 
trial that all the talk about a third 
party being implicated in the kidnaping 
is bosh, concocted by the Boyles in the 
hope of freeing themselves. Their law- 
yers knew that and would not let them 
testify to it, he said. 

“It would have been a crime had they 
allowed Boyle to tell the story he had 
prepared,’’ Gordon added. “‘He wanted 
to implicate a well-known man and 
claimed that this man had planned the 
kidnaping and hired the Boyles to do 
the work, for which they were to get 
half of the $10,000 ransom. No one has 
heard anything about this man except 
from the Boyles.’’ 

Wealth Arrayed Against Woman. 

In his argument for Mrs. Boyle today, 
Judge Miller intimated that powerful 
influences were being brought to bear 
to conyict the woman, and there were 
veiled references to the suppression of 
the efforts of the Boyles to bring into 
the case the name of a third party. He 
said: 

“I have been associated in this court 
in various capacities since 1872 and 
mever before did I see so much influ- 
ence and so much wealth used to cor- 
hupt and prejudicé the minds of a jury 
as in this case.’’ 

The penalty in Boyle’s case is from 
one year in the penitentiary to a life 
sentence, and in Mrs. Boyle's the max- 
imum is 2 years. 

The jury in Mrs. Beyle’s case took 
two ballots. On the first one juror 
voted for acquittal and 11 for convic- 
tion of Mrs, Boyle for aiding in the 
kidnaping. On the second ballot all 
were for conviction. 

Prison life will kill her in two weeks, 
she declares, and she intends to commit 
suicide first. She and Boyle will be sen- 
tenced Monday or Tuesday. 

“Had I been a plain girl,” she said, 
“these same women would have pitied 
me. If the jury had acquitted me, 1 
believe these women could have tarred 
and feathered me. A sacrifice had to 
be made and Jimmie and I are the vic- 
tims. They think they will railroad me 
to the penitentiary. They will find they 
are mistaken. My fight has only begun. 

“Jimmie and I were not allowed to 
open Our mouths at the trial. Now we 
will do the talking and the people’ wil! 
know upon whom the blame should fall. 

“I admit that Boyle brought the boy 
to me at Cleveland; that I cared for 
him, was kind to him, entertained him. 
I never asked why he was there, never 
asked where Jimmie got him. He asked 
me, as bis wife, to take care of the 
boy for-a few days and I did so. If that 
is a crime, there are millions of wives 
waiting to be convicted.”

tions, so far as he is concerned, by in- 
suring the life of Roger Bresnahan, his 
manager for five years for $50,000. 

Robison thinks well of Bresnahan, 
for he is: paying a premium of about 
$1300 a year on his life policy. He con- 
firmed this statement to the Post-Dis- 
patch by wire from Pittsburg yester- 
day. 

Fans will discover by this that Bres- 
nahan is a valuable piece of live stock, 
and Stanley Robison is simply playing 


safe against possible loss. 

Roger cost Robisoh four good play- 
ers, valued in the aggregate at $50,000, 
when he was bought from the Giants. ! 
He is under a three-year contract to 
the Cardinal owner to play for $25,000, 
to be divided as salary during the term 
of the contract. This makes Robison’s 
investment $75,000 in the daring man- 
ager of his club. 


Risks Life on Dizmond. 
Bresnahan at work is an uncertain 
quantity. He risks his life in a game 
of. ball as cheerfully as a soldier on the 
field of battle, often unnoticed on the 
Zrand stand and bieachers. 


As a batter Roger has the habit of 
running up on a pitehed ball, serves 
the double purpose of giving him.,a 
chance to crack {ft before it begins to 
curve and of rattling the pitcher. Every 
time he does this he runs the risk of 
meeting the ball with some part of his 
anatomy and being lald out. 


Two yeats ago he was-retired from the 
game for six weeks because of his en- 
thusiasm in meeting the ball before it 
got to the plate. The ball took a curve 
Bresnahan was not looking for in a 
game at Cincinnati and struck him on 
the head, He was knocked senséless 
and almost ‘killed, and several hours 
passed before he came out of the trance. 

Some of the'older pitchers, knowing 
this trick of Bresnahan’s, make the ball 
break a way in which the doughty batter 
is not expecting, and his escapes from 
being struck are narrow and frequent. 
A blow from a ball traveling with the 
momentum and weight with which it is 
flung by some of the pitchers is a ter- 
rible thing. 

Armored Like Warrior. 

Mr. Robison feels that while he can- 
not restrain Roger from thus risking 
his life, he can minimize his own 
chances of financial loss by taking out 
a heavy insurance policy. 

But in spite of his rashness in running 
at the ball, Bresnahan is the best ar- 
mored player in the business. .He wears 
a breast pad of unusual length and 
thickness, and leg casings that are an 
adaptation of the cricket shin guards, 
and when he is behind the plate he is 
comparatively safe. For a time after 
the Cincinnati accident he wore a pad 
over the side of his head next the pitch- 
er, but he soon abandoned this device. 
But he !is to be feared when he faces 
the pitcher. 

Mr. Robison had some difficulty in 
placing so large an amount of insur- 
ance, and most of the risk was taken 
by Eastern companies through a S8t. 
Louis agency. It is known that two or 
three of the big agencies in St. Louis re- 
fused the business. Ordinarily Roger 
Bresnahan would be a high-class risk 
for a life insurance company, as he is 
only about 30 years old, an athlete and 
a man of exemplary habits. His. pas- 
sion for trifling with death tn the form 
of a pitchéd ball is the only thing 
against him. That’s why two companies 
turned the risk down.

ANTI-DRY FIGHT 


Former Woman Suffrage 
Leader Tells Post-Dispatch 
Why She Was Wrong. 


MOTHERHOOD IS FIRST 


She Has “Seen Women Do 
So Many Absolutely: Fool-— 
ish, Hysterical Things—” 


That women are disqualified by nature 
and temperament for suffrage. is the 
opinion of Miss Phoebe W. Couzins, for 
many years one of the leading ad- 
yocates of women’s rights. She arrived 
in St. Louis last night. In her younger 
days Miss Couzins was the Susan B. 
Anthohy of the West in the fight for 
woman suffrage. 

“Observations made during my strug- 
gle to get the privilege of the ballot for 
my sex convinced me I was wrong,” 
said Miss Cousins to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter at the Planters Hotel. “I am 
now convinced that the great work for 


the majority of our women is mother- 
hood. 

“To this duty she should devote her- 
self most assiduously. The mother’s at- 
‘tention should not be diverted from her 
child for politics. I have recently ob- 
tained an estimate from the Census Bu- 
reau of the number of children born in 
this country every year. The figures are 
fixed, In round numbers, at 2,000,000. 

“That means that if we had women 
suffrage millions of women could not 
participate in the elections, and should 
not. A mother should give all her at- 
tention to her children. 


“Men in Politics Are Jackals.” 

“Imagine women trying to run a na- 
tional political convention. Men in -poli- 
tics are selfish. They are jackals. They 
run over each other with steam rollers. 

“Women could not stand to go through 
the nerve-racking fights of a great con- 
vention. They would all collapse, or 
at least be nervous wrecks for months 
afterwards. 

“I have seen women do se many ab- 
solutely foolish, and I might say hys- 
terical things, that I think it would 
be a great mistake to endow them 
with the ballot. I did not think so in 
my younger days, when I was hanging 
around committee rooms, humbly splead- 
ing and begging the men for-a hear- 
ing. Women would quickly get the 
State ard church in all kinds of a 
fight, just as they attempted to do in 
the Reed Smoot case. 


Would Help Anti-Drys.” 

“The women are fighting the liquor 
traffic. I am not a prohibitionist, and 
I really came through St. Louls to go 
to Jefferson City to help defeat prohi- 
bition. I have lived in prohibition Kan- 
sas, and I know what a farce it is. If 
I. can do any good at Jefferson City I 
will go there and make a speech. 

“Another thing I am opposed to ts 
the marrying of our heiresses to the 
pauper noblemen of Europe. Do you 
know that those titled nobodies have 
actually taken out of this country by 
marriage the enormous sum of $900,000,- 
000? I am against ar of that, but in 
Washington, where I have been living 
for several years, the tendency of the 
government, especially under Reosevelt, 
has been toward monarchy. This mar- 
rying of titled foreigners has been en- 
couraged. ‘ 

“IT am glad to see that Mrs. Taft is 
giving us some real Americanism in 
the White House.”

The present officers of the 
company are: Henry Gaus, president and 
treasurer; J. Henry Ahrens, secretary, 
and Fred J. Gaus, a son of Henry Gaus, 
vice-president. Harry G. Gaus was em- 
ployed as superintendent of the box fac- 
tory and is not an officer of the cor- 
roration. > 

The fire which destroyed the plant oc- 
curred April 8 and was discovered about 
E:20 p. m. The men who were employed 
on the first floor of the building, which 
was used as the box factory, had quit 
work at 5 o’clock. 

The men on the second floor, which 
was the sash and door factory, were in 
the building at the time the fire was 
discovered, their regular quitting time 
being 6 o’clock. / 

The Gaus company has suffered heavi- 
iv from fires in the last 21 years. The 
Salvage Corps records contain these 
items regarding previous fires: 

June 27, 1888, third alarm from Main 
and Madison streets, H. Gaus & Sons 
Manufacturing Co., cause unknown. 
Totally destroyed. Insurance on 
building, $15,000; loss paid on build- 
ing $13,000. Insurance on contents, 
$41,250.08; loss paid on contents, $4,.- 
500. 

March 20, 1887, third alarm from 
Main and Madison streets, H. Gaus 
& Sons Manufacturing Co., cause un- 
known. Totally destroyed. Insurance 
on building, $20,898.67; loss paid on 
building, $14,087.50.. Insurance on con- 
tents, $63,860.20; loss - paid on con- 
tents, $52,412. 


Insurance Withheld. 


The plant and contents were insured 
for $182,000 at the time of the last fire. 
Fred Gaus said yesterday that the in- 
sured property was valued at about 
$195,000. No claims have been paid by 
iasurance companies, 42 of which carried 
the imsurance, pending an investiga- 
tion. 

Henry Gaus, president and treasurer 
of the company, was formerly a member 
cf the City Council. 

“The company is capitalized at $35,000,.” 
Fred Gaus said, “and the stowk W 
worth about 1000 per cent, but you 
couldn’t have bought it at any price. 
The conipany was making big profits. 
We had on hand two big municipal con- 
tracts, one in connection with the In- 
sane Asylum, and the other with the 
new negro high school. In obtaining 
each of those contracts, the company 
was required to give a large bond. 

Stand to Lose Contracts, 

“Since the fire we have been unable to 
dispose of either contract on a basis 
at all satisfactory, and we stand liable 
to lose not only the profits that would 
have been derived from both contracts, 
but our bonds as well, or at least to let 
somebody else have the contracts at @ 
figure that will mean a heavy loss to us. 

“Besides these contracts, there were 
many others of lesser proportions which 
would have carried the business at @ 
profit for some time to come. We 
couldn’t possibly recoup our losses if 
every dollar of insurance is paid.

Attorney Harlan sald: 


“The company has, since the fire, 
signed for the insurance companies 
what is usually known as a nonwaiver 
agreement, which permits the insurance 
companies to make a full investigation 
of the cause of the fire, and the amount 
of the loss, without prejudicing any 
rights of the insurance companies. The 
Gaus company and its officers, tnclud- 
ing Harry Gaus, are bending every ef- 
fort to locate the persen or persons 
who tampered with the sprinkler plant, 
and to ascertain the cause of the fire. 
They invite the fuil co-operation of the 
insurance companies and the public. 

“At either end of the building, where 
the pipes of the sprinkler system ex- 
tend to the outside to enable a connec- 
tion to be made with the fire engine, 
the pipes jeading to the outside of the 
building at both the north and south 
ends of the building were plugged, In 
one a wooden plug had. been yt 
and ia the other a piece of wood.and 
some old rags had been) stuffed. =)

“Certain it is that this plugging of 
the pipes could have been done as well 
after the fire as before; in fact, more 
readily so, because the sprinkler equip- 
ment was so arranged that any tam- 
pering with it before the fire would 
have rang a fire alarm in the nearest 
engine house, only one block away. 

‘The sprinkler plant was also tested, 
as was the daily custom, about noon 
on the day of the fire, and found to 
be in working order. The stopping of 
the ends of the pipes in the manner in- 
dicated ‘did not prevent the sprinkler 
from operating in other respects, and 
the fact is that the sprinkler did work 
perfectly.” 

Circuit Attorney Jones said last night 
that he had not had direct charge of 
the investigation of the Gaus fire.

lared that 999 of every 1000 persons 
who called on members of the finance 
committee regarding the tariff wanted 
increases in duties, rather than de- 
creases, - 

Mr. Aldrich said that if the Senate 
stayed in session until all the senators 
understood every schedule in the bill, 
they would be here not only all summer, 
but for ten years. 

The Republican members of the com- 
mittee on finance, Mf. Aldsrich said, 
had worked 16 or 18 hours dally in fram- 
ing their amendments to the tariff bill. 

“The senator from Nebraska,” he 
continued, “talks about the consumers 
not being represented before the com- 
mittee on finance. Who are the con- 
Summers? Is there any class, except a 
limited number, who are consumers 
and not producers? Are they. entitled to 
more consideration than anybody else? 
The consumers of Nebraska are more 
interested in the preservation of the 
protective system than they are in any 
other public policy which is involved 
in the work of Congress,’" 

Farmers Make High Prices. 

The property of the people of Neb- 
raska, as of the country generally, de- 
pended, he said, upon the maintenance 
of the protective tariff. “I have seen 
productions of Nebraska and other agri- 
cultural states mount year by year, un- 
til the increasing cost of living in this 
country is owing almost entirely to the 
increase in the price of agricultural 
products,”” he said. 7 

Mr. Aldrich said he had not intended 
to show any impatience toward Sena- 


tors who bad sought information con-. 


cerning the schelule of the tariff, but 
he was affxious to dispose of the tar- 
iff bill as quickly as possible. 


BILL AUTHORIZING COMBINE 
ON INSURANCE RATES PASSES 


M Caenpatilons After Occupying Sta- 
tus of Outlaws, Obtains 
Legal Rights. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, May 8&.—The 
House passed this morning a bill which 
will permit any person or persons in 
the 6tate to prepare estimates of rates 
for fire, lightning and storm insurance. 
They may obtain their estimates in any 
manner possible. All rates must be 
submitted to the Superintendent of In- 
surance, who, if he considers them too 
high, may order the rates redficed, 

The bill is a Senate measure, intro- 
duced by Oliver. It legauzes a combi- 
nation of insurance agents to agree 
upon insuranec rates in the cities. The 
insurance agents of Kansas City and 
St. Louis said that they were required 
by the general agencies te. maintain 
combine rates, and they would rather 
run the combines themselves than have 
somebody out of the State fix rates on 
estimates made by people Bving in the 
Stace. 

For many years the insurance agen- 
cies In the cities were the only excep- 
tions to the anti-trust law. Their com- 
bines were legalized in 1899, when the 
Legisiature had a fight ever the bill te 
make insurance agents subject to the 
regular anti-trust laws. It was beajen 
efter a hard fight, but fn 1 the bill 
was passed. . 

After that, the insurance “oomitnes 
were eutiaws, but they managed to held 
up their rates. This bill will legalize 
the combination.

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Little Watchmaker’s Shop of 
Louis Jaccard Grew toGreat 
Establishment. ' 


BURNED TWICE, REBUILT 


Veritable Palace of Treasures 
Now Stands as Memorial 
to Founder. 


From an humble beginning in a 
watchmaker’s little wooden shop down 
On Main street. to one of the largest 
jewelry” establishments in the world, 
housing an.almost fabulous collection 
of jewels, silverware and art treasures, 
is the preund achievement of the Mer- 
mod, Jaccard and King Jewelry Com- 
pany, which celebrates its eightieth 
birthday Wednesday, May 12. 


Te leok at this veritable palace of 


Aladdin’s treasures, as it stands at 


Broadway and Locust street, the vortex 

of the two main arteries of busily pu)- 
Bsating St. Leuis, one would scarcely 
imagine that this shrine for the beau- 
tiful could have sprung from the lowly 
watchmaker’s shop of s Jaccard in 
1828. 


Nor would one guess that this estab- 
lishment has reached its collosal mag- 
nitude in spite ef the destruction of its 
business twice by disastrous fires. 

Buch, however, is the history of the 
Mermod, Jaccard and King Jewelry 
Company, a business closely identified 
with the growth of this city,—the his- 
tory of a house which has become cele- 
brated throughout the United States. 

_ King With Firm 40 Years. 


At the head ef this immense jewelry 
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in St. 


establishment is Goedman King, its 
president and general manager, who has 
been associated with the firm for more 
than forty years. 


Since Mr. King began his business ca- 
reer with the house as bookkeeper and 
cashier in 1865, he has successively filled 
practically all the important offices and 
capacities of the concern. He is promi- 
nently connected with St. Louis civic or- 
ganizations and clubs and stands high 
in lodge circles. 


The other officers of the company to 
whom the success of the institution also 
is due are C. F. Mathey, vice-president 
and treasurer, and head of the diamond 
department; R. O. Bolt, secretary and 
manager of the manufacturing depart- 
ment; E. H. Mead, a director and buyer, 
and A. C. Stewart, a director... 


Louls Jaccard, who founded the estab- 
lishment, was a Swiss watchmaker; his 
little shop on Main street between Pine 
and Chestnut was the first of its kind 
Louis. The humble nucleus of 
the present magnificent “House of Jac- 
card,”’ boasted a door and one little 
window. 


In 1845, A. 8. Mermod and Eugene Jac- 
card jeined in the business. Two years 
later D..C. Jaccard associated himself 
with the firm, which was known then 
as E. Jaccard and Company, and had 
grewn to more prospereus proportions. 

Destroyed by Fire of ’49, 

The “great fire’’ of 1849, which de- 
stroyed. many of the business houses of 
St. Louis, swept in its path the Jaccard 
establishment. 

Undaunted, these relatives of the 
Swiss watchmaker set to work to re- 
establish the company. This time they 
opened on Fotirth street, between Pine 
and Chestnut. Prosperity smiled on 
them anew and they removed to better 
quarters at Fourth and Olive streets. 

In May of 1864, A. S. Mermod and D. 
C. Jaccard withdrew from the firm and 
with C. F. Mathey formed the co-part- 
nership of E. Cc. Jaccard and Company. 
The following year Mr. King became as- 
sociated with that firm, which was in- 
corporated in 1883 as the Mermod and 
Jaccard Jewelry Company. At that time 
Mr. King was secretary. : 


In 1887 the company removed to its 
present location at Broadway and Lo- 
cust streets, changing an inferior struc- 
ture into an imposing jewelry house. 

But again, destiny was to frown on 
the “House of Jaccard.’’ On Dec. 19, 
1897, the establishment was ‘estroyed 
by fire. However, the indomitable cour- 
age and energy which had contributed 
to the upbuilding of this jewelry estab- 
lishment re-asserted itself. Within 24 
hours the officers of the company had 
established themselves 
quarters across the street and almost 
before the burning embers had died out 
plans for a new building were uncer 
way. 

From the ruins left by the flgemes 
sprang the present ‘‘House of Jaccard,” 
considered one of the largest and hand- 
somest jewelry establishments in Amer- 
ica. The entire lower floor, basement 
and balcony, are used for salesrooms 
and several upper stories of the hand- 
some nine-story structure are operated 
as a manufactory. 

The firm acquired its present name of 
the Mermod, Jaccard and King Jewelry 
Company in 1905, following a consolida- 
tion with the business of E. Jaccard and 
Company and that of the Merrick- 
Walsh and Phelps Jewelry Company.

Three men 
he had in one of the provision rooms 
and four men and one woman he se- 
cluded with the steerage passengers, 
taking care on the first two nights 
out to hide them at the time the of- 
ficers counted heads. 

On the third night he slipped up in 
his plans, and two of the stowaways, 
Selig Ezaynacky and wife, were dis- 
covered. Subjected to a third degree 
inquiry, they confessed, implicating 
the cook. In turn the cook confessed 
and revealed the six other stowaways. 

Then the man and wife and Abraham 
Merstaval were shackled and thrown. 
into a chamber that had once been 
used as_a blacksmith shop. It had 
one porthole, so that there was light 
and ventilation.

Cash Wheat Dear But Dail, 

The undertone wag inhéfently strong. 
The dry weather boom in futures found 
reflection in the cash market, which was 
also affected a continuation of the 
factors regarding the size of the stocks, 
shipments and the tone of the outlook 
for the new ¢rop, which have recently 
furnished the basig for a bull campaign. 
The week's market may be summed up 
as dull and strong, the milling and gen- 
eral demand being rather moderate put 
considerably in excess of the offerings 
and adequate to maintain a high range 
of values, Toward the end of the week 
No, 2 red wheat was selling at around 
$1.60, with that mark exceeded several 
times. No. 3 red also sold as high as 
$1.50, and ranged from that price to a 
cent or two below it. No. 4 red sold 
within the broad limits of from $120 to 
$1.4, with hard wheat bringing $1.32 to 
$1.38 for No. 2; $1.80 to $1.35 for No. 3, 
and $1.10 to $1.0 for No. 4.

Novel Invention of a Singapore 
Genius Which Seems to 
Work Well. 


That restless spirit of invention which 
prompts the origination of so many sub- 
stitutes for the ordinary pneumatic tire 
hag permeated even to the Straits Set- 
tlements, where, according to a consular 
report, an invention has recently been 
recorded of a spokeless, puncture-proof, 
nonjolting automobile wheel. The device, 
which has been patented in the princi- 
pal European countries, was developed 
by L. A. Van Rijm of the Netl.erlands 
Gutta Percha Co. of Singapore. 

The central idea of the Van Rijm 
wheel involves the use of a solid disc 
made in one piece and entirely of rub- 
ber. Rubber, which is soft enough to 
give an easy, pneumatic-like tread 
would be unsuitable for the body of the 
wheel, says the consular authority. This 
is obviated by having a hub vulcanized 
until it rings to the hammer almost like 
a piece of iron and this hardness is 
gradually diminished from the center 
outward until three or four inches from 
the wearirg surface, where it becomes 
so soft that it yields to a gentile pres- 
sure of the fingers. It is much softer 
than the rubber of an ordinary solid 
tire, because the latter must be hard 
enough to keep its place in a rim when 
subjected to a strain of side pull or 
slip. The all-rubber wheel has no rim, 
and therefore can be made as soft as 
desired. 

A pair of these all-rubber wheels has 
been fitted to a heavy car and used 
freely all over the island of Singapore 
for some weeks, It is said to be impos- 
sible to disttaguish the motion from that 
of high-gra4tt pneumatic tires. With 
such wheels it is impossible to get even 
a sharp jolt which a sudden descent on 
a metal rim occasionally produces over 
a bumpy road. ‘ 

The wheel seems less a dust raiser, 
and has none of that suction which 
makes the pneumatic tire the despair 
of road surveyors. Its great advantage 
is that it is unbreakable, and there 
can be no punctures.

8 years old. His adyanced age is the 
only reason why he did not work out 
the problem himself. Soon after they 
tacitly joined forces with Chanute, 
they made amazing progress. 

Sister Fimanced Them, 


When they had scored a success and 
Lad been invited to exhibit the machine 
to a French syndicate, the Wrights 
called a family council to discuss ways 
and means to raise the money to build 
a machine which would make the prop- 
er impression upon the foreign commis- 
sion which was to visit them. 


The funds were fnsignificant which 
they personally possessed. But their 
sister, Katharine, who for a number 
of years fhad been teaching school, 
had saved up a tidy bank atcount. 
This she unhesitatingly placed in the 
hands of her brothers, even to the 
very last penny of fier earnings. 

In this way, and not by outside help, 
the family staked {ts all on thé ven- 
ture. With rosy hopes, and with ev- 
ery reason to believe that they would 
succeed, the brothers set out to build 
and finish their machines. When the 
French commission came upon the 
scene, one day’s demonstration 
aroused them to such a pitch of en- 
thusiasm that they put down a small 
fortune as an option against further 
contingencies, 

But sketches of the details and parts 
were published, sooner than the 
Wrights intended, in newspapers, 
it | magazines and technical journals. 
proving | Long pefore the French commission 
returned to France, every detai] of 
the Wright machine was known there. 
The syndicate lost interest, and al- 
lowed its option to become forfeited. 

Cheated of Triumph. 

In this manner Farman and other 
foreign mechanics won the honor of 
making the first public flights in 
aeroplanes. Yet their.apparatus was 
sald to be but crude models of the pic- 
tures printed of the Wright machine, 
altered just enough to avoid patent 


infringement.

How the Business Grew, 

Prior to 1883, when the total stock 
made in St. Louis sold for $1,500,000, 
this city made little pretension of com- 
peting with the long-established New 
England market. Back in the ’70s there 
were two or three small concerns which 
performed the bulk of the labor by 
hand. With the modern machinery and 
skilled operatives came the revolution 
of the shoemaking industry.

ducted a small factory on. Locust street 
near Second. From that unpretentious 
little shop sprang: the 11 immense plants’ 
now operated by the same company 
with a capacity of 60,000 pairs per day. 
At the same time John Meier, at pres- 
ent the John Meisr Shoe Co., was turn- 
ing out boots and shoes on a limited 
scale, Next among the pioneers came 
the Brown Shoe Co., Johansen Bros., 
Orr & Lindsay and Tennant. & Co., but 
it was well along in the '8’s before the 
St. Louis market began to attract ex- 
tensive notice. For the past 15 years 
the business has increased with aston- 
ishing rapidity. Concerns like the Pe- 
ters Shoe Co., content to do business in 
1891, with a capital stock of $140,000, 
found it necessary to keep increasing 
until it reached the two-million mark. 
There were 23 firms engaged in the 
shoe manufacturing business here in 
1883, and a majority of these were op- 
erating very small plants run chiefly 
with footpower. Of this number six 
have continued with some changes, and 
are among the great operators of the 
present.. They are tne Brown Shoe Co., 
George F. Dittman Shoe Co., Hamilton- 
Brown Shoe Co., John Meler Shoe Co., 
Johansen Bros. Shoe Co. and Giesecke 
Boot and Shoe Manufacturing Co. 


Thirty-One Immense Plants. 

At present there are 31 factories in 
St. Louis and 17 located in neighboring 
towns owned and operated by St. Louis 
firms and corporations. Most of these 
factories are of recent construction. 
modern in every respect, and are 
equipped with the most thoroughly up- 
to-date machinery the market affords 
They employ some fourteen thousand 
operatives and manufacture 600,000 pairs 
of shoes per week. 

The factories are equipped to material- 
ly increase the output when the trade 
conditions so demand, The wages paid, 
exclusive of officers and traveling sales- 
men, run close te ten million dollars 
per annum. The traveling salesmen 
alone draw approximately $1,260,000 per 
year. The capital stock of the six lead- 
ing establishments amounts to $18,000,000. 

During the financial flurry in the lat- 
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quarter of the country, Europe, 
gente the “Made in St. Louis” article 
is appreciated in the East was eviden

cent occurrence. One of the best-known 
retail dealers of Newark, N. J., called 
at one of the largest factories and gave 
an order for 144 dozen pairs of woméns’ 
shoes. This particular dealer caterg to 
the stylish trade of his city and his 
place of busines sis scarcely a dozen 
miles from Broadway, New York, where 
the Eastern manufacturers presume to 
set the pace in every line of design 
and fashion. 

Styles Have Improved, 
In the academic or earlier period of 
shoe building in this city, the manufac- 
turer was strong on durability. He was 
filled with the idea of making his shoes 
wear longer than the product of any 
other maker, and did not give the close 
attention to the finish and style that is 
given by the present shoe architects. 
Without yielding any of the lasting 
qualities of their goods, the St. Louis 
makers have brought their brands up 
to the rank of the oldest and hizhest-

| Born of poor parents in Haverhill, 
he had been taken, when his mother 
fell ill during his ninth month, into 
charge by a charitable society and 
cared for aboard a summer hospital 
boat in Boston harbor. Sick babies 
and the children of ailing parents 
were being tended on this boat dur- 
ing the hot summer months, when 
the conditions of their own homes 
were unfavorable to health. 

It happened that little Guy came 
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und led Him into her plan. So, 
July 20, 1903, Henry H. Carr, the 
husband of the hegress, made an ap- 
plication in the Probate Court at Sa- 
lem for guardianship papers for Guy 
Everett Colby. 

The application stated that . the 
boy’s parents had been given notice 
by publication that their child was 
about to be taken from them. But 
the Colbys lived in another city and 
did not see the notice. They believed 
that, Guy was dead. 

MADE BLACK BY LAW. 


So, in its wisdom, the law, through 
Rollin E. Harmon, Judge of the Pro- 
bate Court, delivered Guy over to the 
negro man and woman as their adopt- 
ed child, for whose care they gave 
bond, To an instrument of this tenor 
—an instrument changing in cold 
legal terms the race of a child from 
white to negro—the tomes set its 
hand and seal. 

Shortly afterwards Carr died and 
his wife, taking Guy and several chil- 
dren of her own moved to Kansas 
City, Mo., where she had relatives. 
She went to live at 1910 Woodlawn 
Avenue, in a district which has been 
for many years apportioned off to 
negroes of the more prosperous class.

In order to hurry things along and

Instantly the land agent grabs the 
pile of money and, thrusting it into 
his pocket, jumps to his feet and pre- 
tends that he is going to attack the 
book agent, who stuffs the torn pieces 
of note into his mouth and chews 
them up. 

CHEWS UP FAKE NOTE. 

Naturally, this episoae causes great 
confusion and excitement; and en- 
genders extremely hard feelings be- 
tween the book agent and land agent. 
The latter apparently feels insulted 
and expresses a willingness and de- 
sire to allow any banker to examine 
the money for the purpose of prov- 
ing that it is genuine. 

The book agent positively main- 
tains that the bill which was lying on 
top of the pile was a counterfeit, and 
they continue to argue about it. 

Finally the land agent, apparent- 
ly much excited and unnerved, says 
to the farmer: 

“All I ask is a chance to convince 
you that [ am no swindler, and be- 
fore I leave the neighborhood and 
after our smart friend here, the book 
agent, has gone, perhaps we can do 
business. We will wait and see!”’ 

The farmer naturally feels very 
kindly toward the book agent for the 
great interest shown in his behalf, 
even though he may suspect that he 
was mistaken about the money being 
spurious. 

The land agent now drives off, 
while the book agent remains with 
the farmer and has in his pocket the 
latter’s note for $2000, payable two 
vears from date. 

Instead of tearing and chewing up 
the real note, he only chewed up a 
fake note, which he held in his hand 
all the time during the negotiations 


and which was quickly shifted for 


the real note and torn up and chewed. 

This note, payable in two years, 
is sent to the backer in Chicago, who 
lays it away until a few days before 
it is due, when ft is sent to some 
bank for collection, with accumulated 
interest. 


HE WANTS HIS MONEY. 

When the farmer enters a protest 
through the bank, the backer simply 
says. . 

“Il know nothing whatever about 
the matter. All I want is my money, 
and that I must have. I.took the 
note in good faith, and unless the 
man's signature can be proven a forg- 
ery (which of course it can not), he 
must pay it if he is worth it, and I 
guess he is.” 

A few weeks before the note comes 
due the backer takes the trouble to 
get a special report through the mer- 
cantile agencies as to the 
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tiousness and business-like methods 
of the Chicago man. 

The two years given on the note en- 
able the grafters to move a few miles 
distant and turn another trick, inas- 
much as no noise has been made, and 
not the least suspicion would be cre- 
ated until the notes were sent for 
collection two years later, thus giving 
the two men ample time to work the 
best part of the State. 

Of course, the backer furnishes all 
the cash necessary to defray expenses 
and to enable his two grafters to live 
well, and after the notes are collect- 
ed and expenses deducted, the money 
left on hand is equally divided be- 
tween the three. 

Making the note payable in two 
years is a shrewd proposition and one 
that no one but a wealthy man could 
carry through. The two years’ time, 
during which no investigation would 
be aad’. is a clever feature of tne 
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tle man or stock buyer. He assumes 
uncouth manners, goes with his face 
and hands unwashed, and is thor- 
oughly posted in stock of all kinds. 
He is always ready to do business 


with every farmer he comes in con- g 


tact with and whose note for $1000 is 
considered good. 

He bas an old horse and buggy and 
travels among the wealthiest stock 
raisers in Missouri, Kansas and Tex- 
as. Being well posted, he finds no 
trouble in purchasing from one to a 
half-dozen head of cattle from almost 
anyone who has marketable stock.

a to exist thirty or forty days without 
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Karakul mutton is esteemed by epicures as the 
most richly flavored in the world. The milk of 
the Bokhara sheep is extremely nourishing, and 
is believed by some physicians to have anti- 
tuberculosis properties. The cheese called “brin- 
za” is said to surpass the most toothsome prod- 
ucts of Switzerland, Bessearabia, Moldavia or 
Greece. 

In Persia and Afghanistan it has been found 
that an admixture of the Karakul strain imparts 
to the mutton of the offspring the same savor as 
that of Bokhara, that the milk is enriched ani 
that the weight of the sheep is increased. Most 
important of all, the wool of the mixed breed ac- 
quires the hard, tight curis admired in Karakul 
fur. But the characteristic jet glossiness is lost 
and must be imparted by a process of dyeing. 

These improvements in the native stock are 
what the Texas stockmen hope from the importa- 
tion of a flock of 15 Karakul sheep to the ranch 
of Dr. C. C. Young at Wichita Falls. The fact 
that the foreigners have bred here shows that 
they have taken kindly to their new habitat. In- 
deed, the climate of Texas ig said to be superior 
to that of Bokhara, the winters being shorter and 
milder, and the weather less wet. 

The feat accomplished by Dr. Young in trans- 
porting a herd of Karakul sheep to Texas may be 
realized by the fact that when Russia took over 
the protectorate of Bokhara in 1881, two pledges 
were exacted from the Czar. The first was that 
he should not interfere with the Mohammedan re- 
ligion. The second was that he should bind him- 
self to prevent, with all his power, any of the 
sacred sheep from falling into the hands of infi- 
dels, or Christians. 

But Dr. Young armed himself with a letter 
from Theodore Roosevelt, then President of the 
United States, indorsing his wish to Lring a few 
of the Karakul sheep to America. The President’s 
letter was in turn indorsed by the Czar of ‘Rus- 
sia and then by the Emir of Bokhara.~* Before 
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Dr. Young embarked his flock at Odessa, his pa- 
pers peimitting the exportation of the precious 
animals bore the indorsements of half a hundred 
dignitaries. 

He had employed as master of the herd a Mo- 
hammedan Doctor of Agriculture, who was to ac- 
company him to Texas and help make the sheep 
feel at home by tending thera in the familiar 
Bokhara fashion. With him, the expert was bring- 
ing his harem of 13 wives, or “pearls,” as he 
termed them. 

But after he had placed his “pearls” safely on 


board at Odessa, the Mohammedan fell into con- 
verse with an acquaintance. 


The latter informed 
him, maliciously, that upon his arrival in Ameri- 
ca with his “pearls” he would be burned in oil 
In a panic the sheep master herd- 
ed his wives off the ship, and nothing Dr. Young 
could say could persuade him to continue his 


voyage to “the land of the infidels.” 


But the loss was not irreparable for Dr: Young, 
who was himself born and lived until his eight- 
eenth year in Southern Russia, opened a cor- 
respondence with a Tartar nobleman named Mich- 
ael Alekseevitch Stamatoff, who has informed him 
as to the proper methods of rearing Bokhara 
sheep, and of preparing their wool for the mar- 
ket. Concerning the last process, which is the 
most important, this nobleman writes Dr. Young 
that it ia mot necessary, as is generally believed, 
to kill the ewe several days before ie birth of 
her lambs in order to obtain the fur at its finest. 
He says: : 

“The new-born ram is killed during the first 
three days of its life. Its skin is abundantly salted, 
another skin is salted likewise; the two are put 
together, with their wool on the outside. OD 
these two a third skin is put, with wool down and 
is likewise abundantly salted. This is covered by 
the fourth, wool up, and so on until.all the skins 
In this manner they 

left until the following day, when the excess 
salt is shaken out. Then the skins are left to ary, 
“ther on a level bench, in the barn, or in the 
pen air—but not where it is hot in the sun, but 
n the shade, say in a temperature of 72 to 77 
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degrees. When thoroughly dry, not before, the. 
skins are packed in bundle and forwarded to the 
furrier for. dressing. In color the hair of the new- 
born lambs from which the most expensive coats 
are made ig black, with a wondrful gloss. 

“Occasionally, in order to obtain, the very 
choicest of skins, the ewe is killed a few days 
before the birth of fhe lamb. The lamb so taxen 
has the most beautiful, delicate fur imaginable, 
although the skin is so thin it does not wear 
well and is not practical, and, of course, retatis 
at a fabulous price, I am glad to state that this 
barbarous method of obtaining the skins is no 
longer in vogue, ag it has been found that the 
lamb: killed any time during the first three days 
of its life is handsome enough to satisfy the most 
capricious and fastidious court lady of surope. 

“Sometimes,” continued this authority, “a Kara- 
kul lamb is born with a beautiful golden brown, 
curly hair, known among the natives as ‘the 
Prophet’s color,’ and does not look unlike the 
beard, colored with a certain dye, of @ pious Mo- 
hammedan, whose beard is so colored to show the 
world that he is no infidel.
